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Continuation of 13. Otiier: Applicant's arguments with respect to the 35 USC 112 rejection are considered persuasive. Applicant's 
arguments with respect to the drawing objections are not persausive. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail 
to show The deconder and pixel section having first and second pitches and routing lines as claimed and as described in the specification. 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application.
